Wnshlngton. ïlnrcli 8.-~To tiny afforded 
(h«.< in.m opporttinlly for Roncral debate In 
thn «onatc on tbo statehood bill and the 
fntlro tlmo of thf «csslon was devoted to 
that Order of btislnoss, Tlio whole time 
was occupied bj- three senators,. Bever- 
Idge supporting tho bill and arcCiimbor 
nnd Pottrrson opposing. Tho Indiana, sen- 
ator rontended that while Arizona and 
New Mexico were unprepared for .sepa- 
rate statehood it was unjust to keep them 
out of the union a.s one state. Ho took 
posifivo lîround against- the ]<'oraker 
amendment Wlileh allow,«? each torritor>- 
to vote Hepàrateiy on tho nuejjtlon of 
Jointure. McCtiimber oppo.'jed tiie joininer 
of even Oklahoma and tho Indian Terri- 
tory and Patterson held that Arizona, and 
New Mexico should he admitted as .«¡epa- 
rale .«state.'». 


I'nder the aRTeement arrived at a week 
afîo, the senate will begin votlna: on tho 
amendment.^ at *4 p. m. to morrow, and 
the final voto will be taken bofor^ ad- 
journment for tho day. Tho time previous 
to I o'clock will be devoted to ten minute 
specchrs on tho bill and amendments.

There was an ad- 
journment for lack of a quorum, after 
the mombens had been locked in the hall 
for half an hour, and tho n.?slshint ser- 
gre.int at arms had been Pcurrj-Ing' to the 
various hotels In search of absent mem- 
ber.«*. The vote to. consldor the bill show- 
ed an overwhelming: sentiment In its fa- 
vor .and as it Is the pendlnff business un- 
der tile call of the committee, it will pos- 
sibly 1>e reached and pa.^.ied in due course. 
Thert* were only a few verbal and minor 
amençîmwt!» .«mod©-to the-' Indian bill. 
Cmmpackf'r acted as oen.sor on tho meas- 
ure under the five minute rijle, maklngr 
many points of order to various para- 
graphs. In each case, however, he with- 
drew his oljjectlon after an explanation 
had boon made. 
POSTOFPICE APPROPRIATION BlhU 


The appropriation bill carryine: $191,358,- 
8^18 for the postal .«jcrvlcc was fmally 
a^rreed tipon to day by the house commit- 
tee on postofflcc.s and po,stroaà.s and will 
be reported to tiie house In about ten 
dilS'8. Tho bill Is pracljcnlly. as it came 
from tho fub-comrnlttcc wlîich drew h. 
Tw importa^it law provisions are carried 
lu tho measure, one forbidding: govern- 
ment departments from franking anything 
tlirough tho malls which an indhidual 
cannot mall at reffular postage rates, and 
tho other prevents committees, organiza- 
tions or associations of citizens from en- 
joying fracking privileges. 


Stcmbors of tho commltteo bellovo a 
groat saving will, result'to tho govern- 
ment In freiàng tho malls from furniture, 
heavy reports and supplies oC a nature 
which departments havo been permitted 
to frank, but -.which an Individual could 
not send by mall. These pvo^iijlons will 
materially reduce the weight 6£ mall at 
weighing periods and consoqucWly tho 
weights upon which tho remuneraClon of 
railroads Is estlrhated will bo lessened. 


St year's appropriation for tho post- 
office department wa.<j $181,022,093. It Is 
estimated "that tho amount of mail Itt- 
crcnses 10 per cent ant^ually and tho In- 
crcaso in the appropriation agreed on Ip 
regarded by the committee as being as 
small as can .satisfactorily moot growth of 
tho malls. 


JL'DICIAL APPROPRIATION I3ILI>. 
Theiilioivse commltteo on appropriations 
agreed to day to report tho ÎoglRlatlve, 
exocutlvo and judicial appropriation bill 
carrying appropriations aggregating.$30,- 
lai.lSl, as against $2a,S22,r)RO for lOOC. Tho 
amount agreed on ls a réduction of $1,135, 
B73 from tho estimates submitted to tho 
commltteo by tho various departments. 
Salaries are carried in tho bill for slxty- 
llvo loss periiona than were provided for 
In the lust bill and tho nttmber of salaries 
contemplated In the estimates 
re- 
duced 23« by the committee. Many limit- 
ations on the appropriations arc stipulat- 
ed, Tho most radical of these Is designed 
to rollevo dcpart;mont payrolls of high 
salaried aged clerks. It "provides that no 
clerk over 65 years old is to. i'cceivo more 
than ll.-lOO a ycaf; no clerk over 68 more 
than îl,200; no clerk over 70 moro thaft 
$840. After June 33. 191S, no person In tho 
classlilcd service mbro than 70 years of 
ago 1» to be retained In any department.

Ohicago bound, 
cr.a.<?hed into another section of tho same 
train near here early to d.ny: The In- 
jured: A. llcaton of lola, Iowa, stock- 
man. hurt Internally, will die: Ned S>tuck- 
man, Napanee, Ind., head ciit and bock 
crushed; R. Matthews, Iveith.qburg, 111., 
arm crushed; William Hackman, brako- 
man, Burlington, Iowa, liead crushed. 


Tho first section of train No. 70 broko 
In two on a steep pr^flo and crashed iptq 
tlje forward Boptlon, fha wrecked cars 
wore piled forty feet high and cjtught 
lire, cremating many hogs and cattle. The 
loss Is e.stlmated at $100,000.

Revoll's on- 
ly Instruction.^ are those given before tho 
ministry's fall—to stand (Irm—and thcfio 
cannot be modified until tho formation of 
a now mInlstiT- Rouvier appears to think 
a Franco-German agroomcnt Is in sight.

Tuesday lilght enrouto to l-iccompto. La., 
to join her husband, was found In Green- 
wood comdtorj' this mbrnlng," her faco 
}>adly bruised and a rope around her neckV 
Charles Sertlch, an Austrian^ Is being 
hold as a suspect and others aro supposed 
to havo been connected with the murder. 
Tho woman was neither robbed nor mis- 
treated, and no motive can be assigned 
tor tho crime. 


MISSIONARIES PROTECTEB. 


Sl^anghal, March 8.—Protestajit mission- 
arles at Sulchou, province of Klangsl, 
havo boon e.scorted to Kluklang. Catholic 
missionaries at Sulchou refused to leavo 
tho placo and the governor is sending an- 
other escort for them. Tlio Chinese con- 
cerned In'tho recent rioting at Nanchang, 
provlijco of Klangsl, ha.v6 confessed their 
guilt, hut maintain they wero JusUned In 
attacking tho Catholics, as tho latter had 
stabbed tho magistrate. 


TUBERCULOSIS CRUSADE. 


A crusado against tho spread of tuber- 
culosis among employes of the govem- 
mont servlco In Washington was to day 
directed by President Roosevelt, who is- 
sued an order to tho heads of all depart- 
ments, giving them explicit, instructions 
as to their. dutJes In combatting tho dis- 
ease.

Algoelrati, Spain, March R.—Tho .«JUCCCSH 
of tlio oonfcrenoo on Moroccan reforms 
cannot be do,<?crlbod as absohite here, 
.since two of the main points In disputo, 
allottment of bank capital and control of 
the police, aro not j-ot settled. Ilope.s, 
however, r\m hlRh that thofso out.'jtand- 
ing difficult ios soon will become s\ibject 
to arrangomont. Tho French dolegates 
show an Inclination to regard the way as 
opened to an understanding, and other 
dclogatoB consider that a. great step for- 
ward wa.s made to dny when a strong 
.st)lrit of conolllation bocamo evident. Oijo 
of tho most prominent delognto.M, moro- 
ovor, oxproasod tho view that "matter.s 
havo procQodod so far that neither sido 
will dar break up tho conference." 


Tho dclogatoH 
netitral powers gener- 
ally regard the Austrian police proposal 
n.s being not foa.slblo, but con.««idor that 
it will sorve the purpose of providing a 
ba.siH for negotiation.« for an eventual 
compromiso. 


The opinion gain.« ground that France 
will finally consent to a diminution of her 
financial Infittonco in ^torocco by accept- 
ing a reduction of tlio voting powor al- 
Jtstted French subicrlbers to former loans, 
and in return for this concoaslon It Is 
thought the police wlll bo placed under 
the direction of Franco and Spain with a 
neutral inspecting ofTicer, who shall ro- 
fiort ,tfi the powor.s, but no oxerclso com- 
mand. 


KEEP EACH OTIIiSR POSTRD. 
^ Vienna, March 8—The Neue Frelo Pre.<?se 
stato.s tliat Gorman has sent an oftioial 
,to Vienna for the purpose of keeping 
^Austria in formed as to the instructions 
^which Germany is transmitting to Us rep- 
resontativcs at Algcclras, as a re.sult of 
itho Interchange of views there, and that 
Austria ha.<i sont. oorro.sponding ln.struo- 
.tloiis to U.s delegijite.s to. the conforonco. 


LUMBER DEALERS. 


Milwaukee, aiarch S.—Tho Wisconsin Re- 
tall I..umber Dealers' assocla.tlon to day 
pas.sed resolutions favoring tho removal 
of tho Import duty .on Canadian lumber 
nnd ronuestlng congress to take action to 
this nd. Tho resolution was followed by 
a general di.scu!3Slon, in which it was 
brought out that American lumbermen 
had fo\md that the time bad arrived when 
tho importation of Canadian lumber free 
of duty vj;as desired as a restiit of the 
gteatly rcdlscod BUpplios of good lumber 
In tho United States, partlcutflrly in ih'6 
northwest.

Controversy Between Lumber 
Dealers and Rail road sî—Ship- ' 
per.s Ini posed On. 


Wa^ltlngton, ifarch 8.—Considerable at-' 
txsntlon. vms given, during to da.y's sc^slota 
of tho lumber dealers to the contrciveray 
between the association and tho railroads 
Tjrowing out of tho latter's refiuiromeht 
that shippers furnish stakes for flat cars 
when loaded to hold lumber In place, and 
al.<îo that freight must bq paid on thcso 
stakes. Tho shippos hold that this freight 
chargo Is an Injustice and thoy claim that 
400.000,000 feet of lumber valued at $0,000,- 
000 is used up yearly for these stakès. Tho 
matter has been brought to tho attention 
of tho interstatoicommoro commission, but 
action by that body has been withheld 
pending conferences between tho conflict- 
ing interests. Robert W. lllgbio, of New 
York, chairman of the exocutlvo commlt- 
teo having tho car stake dfiulpment mat- 
ter in çharge, submitted a report showing 
tho present status 'of the controversy. 
Arrangements have been made for a cour 
fercnce hero to morrow between shippers 
and railroad representatives with a view 
to reaching an adjustment of their dif- 
ference's.

Convention of National 
Con- 
sumers' Tjenguo|}i Session 
(itllosfoih« 


Boston, March 
Tho seventh annual 
convention of the Ntitibnai Consumers' 
league is Iwlng held het« this week, the 
first session having beprt TuoHda.y night. 
Tho league has taken up two lino.«) of 
work this year and very snooi ssfully per- 
formed both, tho food adultoration and 
the ohlld labor problems having progress- 
ed toward solution. The food .idultora- 
tion menace is,* however, purely phyNloal 
and must In a way bo secondary to tho 
'wido-rca-Ohing problem of ohlld labor. 
There is, first, the health mid (ho mental 
development of l^he child th iw ortnaldorod, 
and then tho OflQUomlc oftcct of the em- 
ploying of child iabd. SinU« whioh havn 
ohlld-lalior laws may not hopo to ooin- 
peto successfully with thofo that have 
not, for It is well known tlwt tho advance 
in tho lino of machinery mako.q it im- 
possible in many instnnoos for a child to 
do tho work of a man and .at a corres- 
ponding scale of wages. Womou who 
have studied the prAhlcm havo, as a gen- 
eral thing, given ihousht only to that 
phase of tho problem involving tho mental 
and morii-l loss to tho child. Tho manu- 
factiirci's of the .south, who have defied 
every eftort of tho women of the south 
to have child-labor laws iia.seed, know 
thftt With the loss of cheap. x3hlld labor^ 
they lessen thoir ability in cdhtcnd ^vllli' 
tho manufacturor.s of other stat^.«;. That 
i.<5 the reason It is po hard to havo the 
la.^'B obeyed In tho stairs that have them. 
The National Cousunu>r.s' league has un- 
dertaken to stlmxilatc public senthYiont in 
favor of bettcrTpaid labor and to keep 
tho children frotn the mills and factories 
unlil thoy aro old enough to boar tho 
physical strain of tho confinement and 
have had some chance for i an education. 
Labor unions oppose child labor from 
oconomlc'.aa well a.4 himu6ii<arlan convic-' 
lions. 


.ANSWERS FILED. ^

"JTjSiîïU'Ial review of ordor« of tho Intor- 
stfffe fommorco commission has been 
fwm iho first the otjly real Issue between 
this opposing factions. Ono faction that 
Is .supporting thn bill in il« prosont form 
dooinn*« It has no objootion to tho rail- 
roads having th'lr day In onurl. nnd It 
has Iliade the assertion that this Is pro- 
vided by tlio prosent bill. The other fac- 
tion contohds It wants tho samo thing, but 
that Ih« bill should provide for thl« lu 
»poelflß tflrms. 


Tliêre. aro other raclions which havo 
amendments, such as tho Spooner plan of 
Impolmding tho difforoneo between the 
commission'« and tho railroad'« rate pend- 
l;ig the dotérmlnatlon of tho equity of the 
former; and Boiuitors ^tdvncatlng tho 
Railoy propoHitlon doolating for a full re- 
view by tho courts, but limiting tho pow. 
Or of tho oircult courts to onjoin tlio or- 
ders of tho commission. 
•There aro many senators who admit 
iranklj' that thoy aro not osperts on rail- 
road rates nnd havo boon oonfused by tho 
various plans submitted. Tho.^o senators 
say thoy will havo to awnit debato on tho 
bill before M hop can fool certain of their 
.position. On this account- an accurato- 
iPoIl of the .«lenato'cannot ho ?mndo. Tho 
supportorw of the jtidlclal icvlow ainond- 
nient havo boon more sangtilne. In tholr 
expressions concerningJho situation since 
tho .spooch mado by Senator Bailey yos- 
torday. On tho other hand, tho friends 
of, tho house bill seem to have boeii eu- 
scouraged by the same spocch. 


Several senators will auswor Bnlloy'a 
speech. Among these Is Nelson. Ho takes 
tho position that Bailey has brought for- 
wird a plan that is not In harmony with 
tho oonstltution.
